Israel halves TB 
in Gaza Strip 


Jerusalem Pyst Sport Reporter 


GAZA, — The incidence of new 
eases of tuberculosis has been 
halved here in the past two years, 
and the Gaza Strip’s 210-bed El 
Boreij TB hospital now has only 160 
patients. This was reported here 
recently by Dr. Israel Kiein, Chief 
Medical Officer for the Gaza Strip, 
to members of the Ministry of 
Health and of Unwra. The hospital 
is owned 60 per cent by Israel and 
40 per cent by Unwra, 

Dr. Klein reported that the inoc- 
culation programme launched some 
years ago was beginning to bear 
fruit. At present only about one 
hundred fresh cases of TB are dis- 
covered each year. A few years 
ago there were more than 
200 cases. About 25 per cent of the 
fresh cases come from the Beduin 
tribesmen who constitute about 
80,000 of the Strip's 420.000 popule- 
tlon. The Beduin's TB problem will 
be “tackled in earnest” next year, 
Dr. Klein said.

Budget marathon starts 


the cutoff date for the three-month 
supply of funds voted by the Knes- 
set to tide the State over pending 
adoption of the final bill. 

Because of a tie vote in the 
Finance Committee, five items were 
reported out in two versions — the 
coalition proposal and the reduced 
sums proposed by the opposition. 
The five items are the Ministries of 
Tourism, Health, Justice, Trensport 
and Labour, 

But the opposition was voted 
down in its attempt to report out 
its own version of the total sum 
(about IL400m. less than the 135.35 
billion proposed by the Government) 
which would have taken into 86- 


count the cuts in the five Ministries.” 


(Labour's 11 members on the 
Finance Committee are exactly ba- 
lanced by the combined votes of the 
Likud, 8, National Religious Party, 
2, and Aguda 1. Aguda’s abstention 
in most of the votes gave Labour a 
majority but on these five items 
Rabbi Shlomo Lorincz voted with 
the opposition for reasons connected 
with religious issues. In the plenum 
itself, the coalition is assured of 
8. majority. (Nineteen hours have 
been budgeted for the Knesset de- 
bate.) 


GREEN WAVE 
TO HIT SLEM 
IN JULY

The traffic flow in key streets of 
downtown Jerusalem, which was 
due to be reorganised on April 1, 
will be reorganised at the beginning 
of July if the additional traffic 
Hghts installed can be linked up 
to a “green wave" programme 
along Rehov Yafo, 

Transport Minister Gad Yaacobi 
said this in the Knesset yesterday 
in reply to a parliamentary question 
by Bhud Olmert (Likud).

Court upholds» 
ban on Latrun 
battle book 


The High Court of Justice yester- 
day dismissed an order nisi calling 
on the Justice Minister to explain 
why he refused a former Government 
employee permission to publish a 
book on the battle for Latrun dur- 
ing the War of Independence. 

Arye Yitzhaki, the author of the 
book, worked in the army’s history 
section between 1966 and 1969, and 
much of the information contained 
in his book came from this source. 
Although the army censor approved 
his use of the material, Yitzhaki had 
also to receive the approval of the 
Justice Minister before he could pub- 
lish his book. This was refused. 

In his appeal, submitted through 
his attorney Shmuel Tamir, Mr. 
Yitzhaki claimed that the Minister's 
refusal constituted political discrimin- 
ation and the claiin to an exclusive 
right to present the history of the 
State. He noted that two books on 
the Six Day War written by the 
present Chief of Staff, Ray-Aluf Mor- 
dechai Gur, who also came by his 
material in his official capacity, had 
recelved the Minister's approval. 

The Court will give its reasons 
for dismissing the appeal at a later

moderate behaviour and constructive 
action.” 

The other tmamediate issue of 
strain between Israel and the U.S. 
is American displeasure over last 
week's Israeli retaliatory raids on 
southern Lebanese territory. This 
will also surface in the discussions 
between the Peres team and the 
U.S. officials. Dr. Kissinger, known 
to be unhappy over the timing and 
extent of the raids, was nonetheless

across the Syrian border, which

Peres will meet with Defence 
Secretary James Schlesinger late 
today with the possibility of another 
meeting tomorrow left open. He 
will confer with members of the 
Senate Armed Services Committee 
and the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
Tmaittee, with a private meeting with 
Senator Henry Jackson also being 
planned.

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Darius Milhaud dies 


GENEVA (Reuter). French- 
Jewish composer Darius Milhaud, 
81, died at his home here last Satur- 
day, sources close to his family 
said yesterday. 

Geneva's Chief Rabbi, Alexandre 
Safran, will officiate ata private cere- 
mony in the Jewish cemetery ‘here 
today. The composer's body will be 
taken to France for burial later at 
fis birthplace, Aix-en-Provence, in 
Southern France, the sources said. 

The sources said the composer's 
family had asked that today’s cere- 
mony be limited strictly to close 
family members, and there would 
be no official death announcement 
until his burial at Aix-en-Provence. 

Milhaud was an honorary profes- 
gor at the Paris Conservatory and 
also at Mills College, Oakland, Cali- 
fornia. He held the French decora- 
tions of Grand Officer of the 
Legion of Honour and Commander 
of the Order of Arts and Letters. 


Darius Milhaud, born in 1882 to 
ἃ family that claimed descent from 
the first Jewish settlers in southern 
France after the fall of Judea, 
wrote a large number of works on 
Jewish themes and actual music for 
the synagogue. His operas include 
“David,” composed for the israel 
Festival in 1954 and given ita world 
premiere at the Edison Thestre in 
Jerusaiem. In 1947, he composed 
Service Sacre, a cantata based on 
the Sabbath morning service. He 
also set many of the Psalms for 
solo voices and chorus.

SEATTLE, Washington (AP). 
The eight-month Arab oil embargo 
against the Netherlands helped more 
than it hurt, according to Rotter- 
dam Mayor Willem Thomassen.

Lisbon seeks way 
to control strikes 


LISBON (UPI). — The Govern- 
ment, having assumed control of 
four Portuguese tankers idled ab- 
road because of a crewmen's over- 
time ban, yesterday set about finel- 
izing legislation to control strikes 
and stimulate the economy. 

Government officials said the 
Cabinet would hold lengthy meet- 
ings for the next three days. 
Political party sources said the pur- 
pose.was to complete legislation 
to control the continuous series of 
Strikes that has plagued the country 
for almost two months. 

Prior to the army coup on April 
25 that overthrew the right-wing 
authoritarian regime and brought 
the present centre-left Government 
to power, strikes had been banned 
for 48 years.

Genscher welcomed Tito and his 
wife, Jovanka, at the atrport. 

‘Herbert Wehner, Parliamentary 
manager of Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt's Social Democratic Party, 
analyzed the meaning of Tito's visit 
in a statement. 

“The European community of 
Western States, to which the Fe- 
deral Republic of Germany belongs, 
would be well advised to take its 
independent partner Yugoslavia se- 
riously in the latter’s role as a Me- 
diterranean state, developments in 
which will increasingly influence the 
relations of the countries of our 
continent to one another and to the 
world,” Wehner said. “The develop- 
ments in the lands of that area can- 
not be fit into the usual West-Hast 


pattern. 

“The good bilateral relationship 
to Yugoslavia can be a useful con- 
dition for the Federal Republic of 
Germany for cooperation that would 
serve peace and social development 
in that area.”

plexes, dams and a programme for 
modernizing Iran's telecommunica- 
tions system.
